The  manner  of  entering  thia  grotto  in  the 

towribg  ocsskhaskeneb.  -Mber  »0»wi,  as  the 
opening  is  a  snail  hole,  more  like  a  fissure, 
and  erery  one  lam  to  lie  flat  and  patiently 
wait  till  a  reer  tag  W*ve  maEM  the  narrow 
month  larger;  t^han,  with  a  strong  pash  and 
harsh  grating,  the  boat  glades  through,  and 
swims  nodfeelaaely  ta  the  little  pool  within. 

The  die  af  the  chamber,  aoaordiag  Ida 
Trench  observer,  measure*  about  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty  by  one  hundred  feat.  The 
height  of  the  ending  from  the  wake*  ia  forty 
feel,  while  the  depth  below  la  fifty  feel, 
tho*  making  a  symmetrical  room,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  deep  racemes  and  pulpttjiha 
projection*  and  t united  roof,  which  give  to 
it  aQ  that  grotesque  style  of  architecture 


coloring. 

The  sensation  as  yon  float  about  i*  de- 
a-nbodna  rary  pemlur.  and  fur  a  moment 

or  two  one  ia  completely  lost  ia  the  dreSmy- 
liue  eorroondiaga ;  for  everywhere,  oa  the 
walla.  In  the  water,  and  oa  the  object* 
withlu,  is  that  reuurkabU  greenish -blue 
tint,  which  Dr.  TrWbody  comparer  to  a 
**  lambeut  sheet  of  blu«_  flame,"  bat  which 
mininde  mmy  most  viridlj  of  tljp  vapory 
fl««e  foil  eCisrs  from  burning  -ptrife,  and 
same  find  inadif&.WBil  to  rid  Aeir  sense*  af  tlie 
idea  that  the  whole  place  is  in  flames. 
Qtiawr  se  the  Walk  look,  haokaa  faces  Ere  -U- 
mo«t  horrible  in  fbe!r  ghastly  hues ;  and  the 
boatmen,  who  sometimes  swim  around  in 
the  fev bidding  wavs*,  have  the  appearance 
of  aoime  frightful  creatures,  half-fish  and 
lialf-flMn.  a a  they  frolic  slant,  thffir  anas 
and  back*  gleaming  With  silvery  scale*. 

Of  coarse,  the  first  question  which  arise* 
in  the  visitor's  mind  is,  "  What  makes  the 
singular  redaction  P"  The  eutrsuce  to  the 
grotto  is  through  a  am  U1  cavern,  scarcely 
four  feet  high ;  so  small,  tn  fact,  that  it  is 
impnwUe  to  enter  when  the  aea  is  the  least 
rough,  and  there  are  many  instances  where 
parties  have  been  imprisoned  in  the  cham¬ 
ber  fe*  hours,  owing  to  a  sadden  rise  of  the 
wave*.  From  this  otrettmsUace  A  can 
readily  bo  seen  bow  very  small  tho  month 
of  the  grotto  is,  when  a  miunte  may  bring  a 
state  of  things  which  will  completely 
close  it.  The  reflection  of  these  colon

Like  every  place  in  that  laud  of  song,  fair 
Italy,  tho  Grotto  Azmrr.i  bu  its  Ifegenil* 
and  history,  which  can  be  quickly  told.  It  j 
was  well  kuowu  in  the  days  of  antiquity, 
and  they  show  oae  even  uow,  a  flight  of 
atone  nt-'p*  leading  from  the  pool  high  np  in 
the  darkness  above,  which  is  said  to  have 
been  used  by  Tiberias— at  least,  the  steps 
led  to  the  open  air  in  those  days,  though 
now  the  passage  ia  closed,  aud  the  stairs 
have  probably  never  been  used  since  the 
time  of  the  celebr.ttol  old  emperor,  who 
found  ia  this  sweet  island  in  tho  set  a 
struager  fascination  than  in  statecraft  in 
Borne. 

It  really  seem*  strs age  that,  ai)t  with¬ 
standing  the  knowledge  the  anrients  pos¬ 
sessed  of  this  queer  grotto,  it  shpulii  have 
died  With  them,  and  no  legend  of  it*  exist¬ 
ence  rew  tine  J;  bat  such  was  the  cds*.  for 
it  *n  not  ro- disco  re  red  autil  ah  vat  jlSdJ  — 

-  haw.  we  h »ve  not  learned.  Bat  if  Iuj  dis¬ 
coverer  cou.J  ouly  claim  royalty  o;l  those 
who  visit  it,  ho  would  bo  n  very  rich  tuan ; 
for  daring  tiw  se  icon  —aud  tha  soaso.i  at 
('•Apr  i  La  its  a  long  t  inr  — a  great  nuifibvr  of 
strangen  go  there  every  tiny. 

In  a  little  more  than  an  hour  the  ptoam?r 
brings  it*  po  nenger*  from  Sorrento  along¬ 
side  the  lofty  slopes  of  Capri,  and  the  nu¬ 
merous  small  row-boats  there  at  once  indi¬ 
cate  to  the  tourist  that  he  is  in  the  imme¬ 
diate  vicinity  of  the  far-famed  Blue  Grotto. 
Sat.  Sight. 


true  that  a  rope  falling  from  the  centre  oi 
'tM  top  would  strike  (be  wall  at  the  bottom 
of  the  tower  *ida»  but  the  rope  wanld  not 
fall  outride  the  ytewer  walL  In  a  abort 
time  I  satisfied  myself  arid  two  other  visi¬ 
tor*  of  this  fact.  The  apparent  contra  lie* 
tiou  off  the  law#  of  nature  disappears,  then, 
in  a  moment. 

Taking  the  budding  as  A  wliole-letting 
a  line  fall  from  the  centre  to  the  tqp  —if  this 

line  Ml  outride  of  the  bus.  In  tbit  case 
the  buikting  would  violate  the  Law  of  grav¬ 
ity  if  It  remained  steading.  I  believe  the 
architect  planned  thia  optical  delusion. 
There  are  no  signs  of  any  giving  way  in 
the.  rimetnre.  No  crack  or  crevice  gives 
evidence  of  ispid  er  alow  settling  of  the 
wall*. 

The  architect  knew  very  well  how  easily 
the  eye  con  be  deceived.  The  firmne**  of 
the  masonry,  the  gradual  ascent,  the  sym¬ 
metry  of  the  whole,  prove  beyond  *'  doubt 

that  it  was  built  m  it  now  stands.  The 
walla  below  are  very  thick,  and  unites  these 
■hould  give  way  there  i*  bat  one  other 
method  by  which  the  building  coaltl  be 
overthrown  If  the  stones  were  to  slip 
from  their  place*,  then,  little  by  little,  it 
•ouM  be  dHodgod.  ^JfoAlha  .  whole  struc- 
hire  is  Bayed  and  bolted  afid  cemented  ifito 
a  solid  mans.  If  it  leaned  nine  feet  more 
than  it  does,  then  it  would  f  dl.  because 
sum  of  its  weight  would  t  ill  outside  of 
center  of  gravity.  The  mystery  djsuppi 
at  once  when  we  examine  it,  but  tho  paribus 
effet*  upon  one’s  nerves  in  making  the- as¬ 
cent  and  standing  on  the  top  is  ueverthc|< 
reaL

Individual*  of  m.utiy  notion*  have  tomb* 
or  monuments  there  to  their  memory.  One 
of  those  mouaments  is  that  of  Count  de 
Moatpensier,  brother  of  Louis  PhilHpe,  1  ite 
king  of  the  French,  while  the  only  msm-wial 
there  of  Washington  is  a  small  b-is-ralief 
figure  of  him,  in  the  group  of  America*.*  of- 
fiescs  to  be  seen  on  tbe  carving  on  the  tab¬ 
let  erected  in  honor  of  Major  Andre,  whore 
Waahiugson  is  represented  as  about  to  re¬ 
ceive  a  flag  of  truoo  sent  by  the  British 
commander,  with  a  view,  if  possibl#,  of  sav¬ 
ing  the  life  of  the  nnfortuuate  prisoner,  who 
is  represented  sitting  dejected  ia  the  back¬ 
ground  -the  figures  of  a  lady  and  children, 
weeping,  forming  a  port  of  th#  British 
growp. 

This  monument  usually  elicit*  the  special 
attest  Ian  of  Americans,  and  believing  the 
inscriplioa  apou  it  will  be  of  iuteraat  to  the 
genond  reader,  we  here  insert  an  exact 
copy: 

“Sacred  to  the  memory  of  Mhjor  John 
Andre,  who,  raised  by  his  merit  at  an  early 
period  af  life  to  the  mnk  of  adjtutmt-gener. 
al  of  th#  Britiah  forces  ia  America,  and  em¬ 
ployed  fox  an  important  bat  hazardous  en¬ 
terprise,  fell  a  sacrifice  to  his  zeal  for  hi* 
king  and  country  on  the  2d  of  October,  A. 
1>;  1780,  aged  twenty-uine;  universally  be¬ 
loved  and  esteemed  by  the  army  in  which  hr 
served,  and  lamented  even  by  his  toes.  His 
gracious  Majesty  King  George  III.  har 
caused  this  monument  to  be  erected.’’ 

At  the  base  there  is  an  inscription  to  the 
eriect  that  on  the  28th  of  November,  1821, 
his  Royal  Highness  the  Dak#  of  York  canned 
the  remains  of  Major  Andre  to  be  removed 
from  Tappan.  and  deposited  in  a  grave  con. 
tignons  to  the  monument. 

Another  inscription  from  tfc*  base  of  two 
marble  statues,  fall  size,  in  aAoer’s  uniform, 
also  elicits  the  special  notice  of  Americana : 

“Major-General  Sir  Edward  Taken  ham 
and  General  8am  ael  Gibb*,  wh#  fell  glori- 
oariy  on  tbe  8th  of  Janaary,  1815,  while 
leading  the  troops  to  aa  attack  «i  the  one- 
my’*  works  in  front  of  H*w  Orleans. "
